Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1946. 

The  Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area  are  dealt  with 
in  Section  I.  The  Birth  Rate,  which  increased  from  13.70  in  1941, 
to  18.72  in  1944,  and  then  dropped  back  to  16.80  in  1945,  rose  again 
during  the  year  to  18.70  in  1946.  The  Death  Rate  of  the  town  which 
increased  from  11.44  ^944  to  12.20  in  1945,  dropped  back  to  11.56 

in  1946. 

The  Domestic  and  Home  Help  Services  which  were  inaugur- 
ated in  1945,  have  continued  to  make  good  progress.  This  is  fully 
reported  on  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  Section  II. 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  and  Housing  are  dealt 
with  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  Sections  III.  and  IV.  of  the 
Report. 

The  duties  of  Meat  and  Food  Inspection  are  dealt  with  in 
Section  V.,  and  a full  account  of  this  work  appears  in  that  Section. 

Section  VI.  deals  with  the  Prevalence  and  Control  over 
Infectious  Diseases.

CLASSIFICATION  OF  THE  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

The  table  gives  a short  analysis  of  death  and  the  ages  at  which 
they  occurred.  The  deaths  of  Eastleigh  residents  registered  away 
from  Eastleigh  are  included  in  the  table  and  the  deaths  of  non- 
residents registered  in  the  Borough  are  excluded. 

The  death  rate  11.56,  is  slightly  lower  than  in  1945  when  it 
was  12.20.  The  lowest  recorded  rate  in  the  Borough  since  its  extension 
to  its  present  size  in  1932  is  9.43  in  1934  ; the  highest  being  12.9  in  1940. 

Heart  disease  again  heads  the  list  with  a total  of  87,  but  it  will 
be  noted  that  over  71  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  returned  as  due  to  this 
disease  occurred  over  the  age  of  65,  when  it  may  be  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  natural  degeneration  was  the  cause. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  are  again  second  highest  on  the  list,  with 
a total  of  52,  which  is  an  increase  on  50  in  1945.  The  various  death 
rates  for  Cancer  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  last  seven  years, 
which  give  a fairly  good  indication  of  the  extent  of  the  disease,  are 
as  follows  : — 

1940,  1.6  ; 1941,  1.4  ; 1942,  1.7  ; 1943,  1.9  ; 1944,  1.4. 

1945,  1.8  ; 1946,  1.8. 

There  are  13  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  against 
19  in  1945,  II  in  1944,  18  in  1943  and  7 in  1942.  The  lowest  death 
rate  recorded  from  this  disease  since  the  extension  of  the  Area  in 
1932  is  0.18  in  1940.  The  various  death  rates  for  this  disease  for  the 
last  seven  years  are  as  follows  : — 

1940,  0.18  ; 1941,  0.44  ; 1942,  0.25  ; 1943,  0.67  ; 1944,  0.40  ; 

1945,  0.69  ; 1946,  0.46. 

The  death  rate  for  infants  under  one  year — 39.69 — as  compared 
with  52.51  in  1944,  the  lowest  rate  recorded  in  the  Borough  since  1921 
being  13.48  in  1942.  The  various  death  rates  for  infants  under  one

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SECTION  II. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 

1.  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council, 
Medical,  Sanitary  and  Clerical,  including  in  each  case  information  as 
to  their  special  diplomas  or  certificates  of  qualification  as  well  as  their 
offices  and  duties,  have  been  incorporated  on  page  4 at  the  beginning 
of  this  Report. 

2.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Medical  Officer’s  Laboratory,  Winchester,  carries 
out  bacteriological  examinations  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases, 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  of  water  samples  and  bacterio- 
logical and  phosphatase  examination  of  milk. 

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Winchester,  carried 
out  bacteriological  examination  of  ice-cream  samples  and  the  examin- 
ation of  samples  from  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning. 

3.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

A motor  ambulance  for  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  provided 
and  kept  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

For  non-inf ectious  and  accident  cases  a sitting-case  car  and  two 
ambulances  are  provided  by  the  Borough  Council.  They  are  kept 
at  the  Town  Hall  and  provided  free  by  the  Borough  Council  for 
accidents,  sudden  emergency  and  maternity  cases,  other  cases  paying 
according  to  schedule  of  charges  laid  down. 

4.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

A Sister  and  four  District  Nurses  supported  entirely  by  volunt- 
ary subscriptions  and  working  under  the  directions  of  the  medical 
practitioners  are  available  for  the  Borough. 

In  Chandler’s  Ford  there  are  two  certified  midwives  working 
under  the  District  Nursing  Association. 

No  provision  is  made  for  nursing  cases  of  infectious  disease  in 
the  home. 
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6.  Domestic  Help. 

The  Domestic  Help  Scheme  inaugurated  in  May,  1945,  had 
grown  considerably  by  January,  1946,  and  at  this  time  nine  Domestic 
Helpers  were  employed  and  twenty-seven  cases  were  receiving  assist- 
ance. 

During  February,  seven  further  applications  for  help  were 
received  and  assistance  was  given  in  each  case,  one  more  whole-time 
worker  being  employed.  At  the  end  of  the  month  twenty-four  cases 
were  still  receiving  help. 

Two  more  applicants  were  provided  with  help  during  March 
and  one  part-time  worker  was  enrolled.  Help  given  to  one  case  was 
terminated  during  the  month. 

Only  one  application  for  help  was  made  in  the  month  of  April, 
1946,  and  this  demand  was  met.  Two  whole-time  workers  resigned 
during  the  month  and  one  part-time  helper  was  engaged,  making  a 
total  of  eleven  helpers  employed  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

During  the  month  of  May  nine  further  applications  for  help 
were  received  and  in  order  to  cover  this  increase  three  more  helpers 
were  employed.  The  number  of  cases  still  receiving  help  at  the  end 
of  the  month  was  32.  The  total  number  of  cases  assisted  since  the 
inception  of  the  scheme  in  May,  1945,  being  fifty-nine. 

Yet  nine  more  applications  for  Domestic  Help  were  received 
and  dealt  with  in  June,  and  three  cases  were  terminated.  The 
necessary  workers  were  obtained  and  at  the  end  of  the  month  thirteen 
whole-time  and  four  part-time  workers  were  employed. 

Four  applications  for  help  were  received  during  July  and  one 
case  was  terminated.  One  more  whole-time  helper  was  engaged, 
the  total  number  of  workers  employed  being  eighteen. 

During  August  four  applications  for  Domestic  Help  were 
received  and  in  each  case  assistance  was  given.  Another  whole-time 
worker  was  enrolled,  bringing  the  total  number  of  helpers  employed 
to  nineteen.  Help  given  to  three  cases  was  terminated  during  the 
month. 

Eight  more  applicants  were  given  assistance  under  the  Domestic 
Help  Scheme  in  September  and  one  part-time  Helper  was  employed. 
Three  cases  were  terminated  during  the  month. 

From  the  month  of  September,  as  a development  of  the  Scheme, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  agreed  that  the  supervision  by  Domestic  Helpers 
of  the  Aged  Persons'  Bungalows  should  be  included.  So  far,  the 
scheme  had  been  carried  out  under  the  day  to  day  administration  of 
Mrs.  K.  Quantrell  who,  until  then  had  combined  the  duties  of  Super- 
visor, with  those  of  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
but  it  was  now  considered  that  whole-time  supervision  was  necessary 
and  Mrs.  Quantrell  was  appointed  whole-time  Supervisor  of  the 
Domestic  Help  and  Home  Help  Schemes. 
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Six  applications  for  Domestic  Help  were  received  during  the 
month  of  October,  assistance  being  given  in  all  cases,  and  three  more 
whole-time  workers  were  engaged. 

During  the  month  of  November,  1946,  eleven  applications  were 
received  and  dealt  with.  One  part-time  helper  resigned  and  four 
whole-time  workers  were  obtained. 

It  was  now  found  that  the  amount  of  clerical  work  involved 
did  not  allow  sufficient  time  for  adequate  supervision  and  the  Super- 
visor was  provided  with  a part-time  clerical  assistant. 

During  December  only  two  fresh  applications  for  help  under 
the  scheme  were  received  and  one  case  was  terminated.  One  part- 
time  worker  resigned  and  was  replaced  by  one  whole-time  helper. 

During  the  year  one  application  to  provide  assistance  in  the 
Winchester  Rural  District  was  received  from  the  Tuberculosis  Officer, 
and  one  request  for  assistance  was  received  from  a family  in  the 
Romsey  and  Stockbridge  area.  Both  applications  were  referred  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  and  at  his  suggestion  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  Local  Authority,  help  was  given  in  both  cases. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  cases  which  had  received 
help  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  was  103.  Of  this  total  63 
applications  were  received  during  the  year  1946  and  58  cases  were 
still  receiving  assistance  at  the  end  of  December. 

Of  the  63  applications  received  during  the  year,  17  were  cases 
which  qualified  for  assistance  at  reduced  rates.  Nine  qualified  for 
free  help  and  the  remaining  37  paid  the  full  cost  of  the  help  supplied. 

6.  Home  Help  Scheme. 

Two  applications  for  help  under  this  Scheme  were  received 
during  March,  1946,  the  applicants  receiving  a total  of  139  hours  help 
in  that  month  and  a further  59  hours  help  in  April.  These  two  cases 
were  still  in  need  of  help  in  May,  and  another  18  hours  assistance  was 
given. 

During  June  one  application  for  help  was  received  and  this 
case  received  36  hours  help  during  the  month. 

The  month  of  July  brought  a further  application  for  home 
help  and  73  hours  help  was  given. 

One  more  application  was  received  in  the  month  of  August 
and  98  hours  Home  Help  was  given  during  the  month.  A further 
96  hours  help  was  given  in  September. 

Six  cases  were  receiving  assistance  in  October,  1946,  and  a 
total  of  168  hours  help  was  given  during  that  month. 
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A further  six  applicants  received  a total  of  460  hours  help  under 
the  Home  Help  Scheme  in  November.  This  brought  the  total 
number  of  cases  assisted  since  the  commencement  of  the  Scheme  to 
13,  of  which  eleven  cases  had  received  assistance  during  the  year 
1946. 

Four  of  these  eleven  cases  where  Home  Help  was  provided 
were  cases  which  qualified  for  help  at  reduced  rates  : — 

One  was  a case  where  a woman  had  arranged  to  enter  a nursing 
home,  but  her  husband  later  became  ill,  the  family  income  dropped, 
and  all  arrangements  for  entering  the  nursing  home  had  to  be  cancelled. 
The  confinement  took  place  at  home,  and  the  doctor  in  attendance 
advised  the  woman  to  seek  aid  from  the  Local  Authority. 

The  second  case  was  that  of  a woman  who  failed  to  notify  a 
doctor  of  her  condition  until  she  was  in  an  advanced  stage  of  preg- 
nancy. The  doctor  advised  her  to  seek  help  from  this  Department. 
This  help  was  given,  and  shortly  after  the  woman  was  removed  to 
hospital,  leaving  three  other  children,  one  aged  6 years  and  twin  girls 
of  sixteen  months,  to  be  cared  for,  and  as  the  husband's  work  kept 
him  out  late  at  night,  the  helper  stayed  in  the  house  24  hours  a day 
until  the  mother  returned  home. 

The  other  two  cases  were  poor  families  who  had  no  relatives 
near,  and  could  not  afford  to  pay  the  prevailing  rates  for  private 
helpers,  and  were  advised  by  the  County  Health  Visitors  to  apply 
to  the  Local  Authority  for  assistance  under  the  Home  Help  Scheme. 

The  seven  other  cases  which  were  given  help  under  the  Scheme 
all  paid  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  to  the  Local  Authority. 

Two  were  cases  of  newcomers  to  the  district  who  w^ere  advised 
by  their  doctors  to  seek  Home  Help  from  this  Scheme. 

Two  were  cases  where  the  mother  suffered  from  ill-health, 
namely  heart  disease  and  anaemia.  The  children  were  born  in 
Maternity  Homes,  the  family  doctors  advising  Home  Help  when  the 
mothers  returned  home. 

The  remaining  three  cases  were  women  who  had  tried,  but 
failed,  to  obtain  help  privately  after  leaving  Maternity  Homes  and 
were  advised  by  their  doctors  to  approach  the  Local  Authority. 

7.  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  County  Council  has  provided  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics,  chiefly  consultant,  also  Dental,  Orthopaedic  and  Tuberculosis 
Clinics  in  the  Borough,  and  has  arranged  Venereal  Clinics  at  South- 
ampton and  Winchester. 

A War-time  Nursery  was  opened  in  the  Borough  by  the  County 
Council  on  the  23rd  March,  1942,  the  control  and  management  of  the 
Nursery  being  dealt  with  by  the  Borough  Council. 
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There  is  a Ray  Therapy  Clinic  run  by  the  District  Nurses  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Sister.  This  is  supported  by  subscriptions  and 
small  charges  to  the  patients. 

8.  Hospitals — Public  and  Voluntary. 

An  isolation  hospital  for  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  provided 
by  the  Borough  Council.  The  accommodation  is  twelve  beds  in 
permanent  buildings.  It  is  situated  at  Fryern  Hill,  Chandler’s  Ford. 

No  hospital  for  cases  of  small  pox  is  provided  in  the  area. 
Accommodation  for  these  cases  is  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Sanatoria  for  tuberculosis  patients  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council  at  Bishopstoke  and  Chandler's  Ford. 

A few  beds  for  maternity  cases  have  been  reserved  at  Winchester 
Hospital  by  the  County  Council,  the  patients  paying  fees  when  able. 

There  is  no  children’s  hospital  in  the  Borough.  A voluntary 
children’s  hospital,  situated  at  Southampton,  frequently  accepts 
cases  from  the  Borough. 

Other  hospitals,  are  two  well  equipped  General  Hospitals  at 
Southampton  and  Winchester,  and  an  Eye  Hospital  at  Southampton, 
which  give  their  services  to  patients  from  the  Borough. 

9.  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

There  is  one  nursing  home  which  takes  maternity  cases  in  the 
Borough.  This  is  St.  Faith’s  Nursing  Home,  Merdon  Avenue, 
Chandler’s  Ford. 

10.  Maternity  Mortality. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  investigation 
of  maternal  deaths  and  cases  of  puerperal  fever  by  the  County 
Authority. 

11.  Byelaws. 

Under  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  Scheme,  1936,  it  was  enacted, 
inter-alia,  that  all  Byelaws  made  before  ist  January,  1933,  ceased 
to  be  in  force  on  the  expiry  of  two  years  from  9th  November,  1936, 
unless  previously  repealed  or  altered.  Accordingly  the  following 
Byelaws  were  in  operation  in  the  Borough  on  31st  December,  1946  :

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SECTION  III. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Report  by  CHARLES  E.  JAMES,  A.M.I.S.E.,  M.R.San.L, 
M.R.I.P.H.H.,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  comprises  Sections  III., 
IV.  and  V.  of  this  Report,  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  District,  Housing  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
respectively. 

(a)  Water. 

Eastleigh  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southampton  Corpor- 
ation Waterworks,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Hawksley,  B.Sc., 
M.Inst.C.E.  (Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager)  for  the  following 
information  : — 

(i)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  during 

the  year  1946  has  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quantity  and 
(6)  in  quality. 

(ii)  Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  in  order  to  cover 

all  water  supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation 
as  follows  : — 

Raw  Water  Every  fortnight. 

Treated  Water  Every  week. 

All  water  from  the  Corporation’s  sources  of  supply  is 
treated  before  distribution. 

The  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  may  be  afforded 
from  any  one  or  more  of  the  three  following  sources  : — 
Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Otterbourne. 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Tw3/ford. 

River  Itchen  at  Otterbourne. 

After  treatment  the  waters  from  the  above  three  sources 
are  pumped,  as  required,  to  the  various  areas  supplied, 
and  separate  zones  of  supply  for  the  distribution  of  the 
water  from  each  source  are  not  maintained.  Samples 
of  the  treated  water  for  bacteriological  examination 
are  taken  at  various  points,  and  the  three  following 
groups  of  samples  are  submitted  as  covering  the  whole 
of  the  supply  to  Eastleigh,  which  must  pass  through 
one  or  other  of  the  following  service  reservoirs  : —

Typical  chemical  analyses  of  the  treated  water  from  the 
three  sources  of  supply  are  given  in  the  attached  table. 

(hi)  The  water  supplied  in  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  is  free 
from  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(iv)  All  the  water  supplied  in  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  is 
sterilised  by  means  of  the  “ Chloramine  ” treatment 
(chlorine  and  ammonia)  before  distribution,  and  the 
water  supplied  from  the  River  Itchen  is  subjected  to  a 
process  of  sedimentation  (with  the  addition  of  sulphate 
of  alumina)  followed  by  filtration  through  rapid  gravity 
sand  filters. 

(t;)  The  softening  process,  which  had  for  many  years  been 
carried  out  by  the  Southampton  Corporation  in  connec- 
tion with  all  sources  of  supply,  was  suspended  owing  to 
war  conditions  in  September,  1939.  Softening  was 
resumed  during  the  summer  of  1946  ahd  is  at  present 
being  carried  out  to  such  extent  as  is  possible,  having 
regard  to  the  amount  of  lime  available  at  the  present 
time  whilst  fuel  restrictions  are  in  force  and  labour  is 
difficult  to  obtain  for  such  work.  A gradual  return 
to  the  pre-war  standard  of  softening  will  be  made  as 
further  supplies  of  lime  become  available. 

(vi)  The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  the  Borough  of 
Eastleigh  supplied  from  public  water  mains  is  {a)  7,522 
direct  to  the  houses  and  (h)  none  by  stand-pipe. 
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Details  o£  Chemical  Analyses  of  Treated  Water,  from  various 
sources  of  supply,  distributed  in  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh.

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Water  Supply. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1945  all  inhabited  properties  within 
the  Borough  were  provided  with  a supply  of  main  water  with  the 
exception  of  two  farms  and  twenty-one  houses. 

At  one  of  these  two  farms  it  was  found  that  the  water  supplying 
the  farm  buildings  and  cottages  was  so  heavily  charged  with  iron  as 
it  left  the  well  that  the  Analyst  reported  u^pon  it  as  unfit  for  all  domestic 
purposes,  while  the  water  from  the  well  supplying  the  farmhouse,  which 
was  also  sampled,  was  reported  upon  by  the  County  Analyst  as  con- 
taminated and  unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes.  These  matters 
had  been  taken  up  with  the  owners,  who  prepared  a scheme  to  connect 
up  the  house,  buildings  and  cottages  through  the  Southampton  Cor- 
poration water  main,  which  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  for  approval.  Approval  for  grant  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  in  January,  1946,  and  the  farm  is  now  connected  to  the 
Southampton  Corporation's  water  main. 

The  second  farm  was  supplied  by  a spring,  the  farmhouse  being 
supplied  by  a well.  Samples  taken  during  the  year  1946  showed  that 
the  water  drawn  from  the  well  was  unfit  for  domestic  purposes,  the 
County  Analyst  reporting  upon  it  as  “ polluted  and  unsatisfactory 
for  drinking  purposes  in  its  present  condition.’'  This  matter  was 
taken  up  with  the  owners,  who,  after  consultation  with  the  Waterworks 
Engineer  and  the  Hampshire  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee, 
have  also  prepared  a scheme  to  connect  up  the  house,  buildings  and 
pasture  to  the  Southampton  Corporation  water  main,  which  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  for  approval. 

Two  farm  cottages  inside  the  Borough,  but  forming  part  of  a 
farm  outside  the  Borough,  were  found  to  be  supplied  with  water  from 
a well  which,  when  sampled  and  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst, 
was  reported  on  as  polluted  by  surface  water  and  unsatisfactory  for 
drinking  purposes.  This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  farmer,  who 
prepared  a scheme  to  connect  up  the  farm  and  these  cottages  to  the 
Southampton  Corporation  main.  Approval  for  grant  was  received  and 
the  cottages  are  now  provided  with  a supply  of  main  water. 

Two  wooden  huts  in  the  old  Brickfield  at  Chandler’s  Ford  were 
found  to  be  supplied  by  a well,  the  water  from  which  the  County 
Analyst  described  as  “ polluted  and  unsatisfactory  for  drinking  pur- 
poses.” The  condition  generally  of  these  huts  was  very  unsatisfactory, 
and  notices  were  served  on  the  owner  to  re-condition  them,  including 
the  provision  of  a wholesome  supply  of  water.  Building  Licences  for 
this  work  were  obtained  by  the  owner  from  the  Ministry  of  Works, 
and  the  cottages  are  now  connected  to  the  Southampton  Corporation 
water  main. 

During  the  year  an  application  was  received  for  permission  to 
re-condition  a pair  of  derelict  farm  cottages  and  bring  them  back  into 
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use  for  human  habitation  as  a single  hereditament.  The  cottages  were 
formerly  supplied  with  water  from  a well  which  had  been  sampled 
and  reported  on  by  the  County  Analyst  as  fairly  satisfactory,  and  the 
undertaking  given  by  the  owner  included,  inter  alia,  the  provision  of 
a supply  of  main  water.  The  Council  accepted  the  undertaking  and 
the  cottage  is  now  connected  to  the  Southampton  Corporation  water 
main. 


A second  old  thatched  cottage  in  Chandler’s  Ford  was  also 
dealt  with  this  year.  A sample  of  water  taken  from  the  well  was 
reported  on  by  the  County  Analyst  to  be  polluted  and  unsatisfactory 
for  drinking  purposes.  A copy  of  the  Analyst’s  report  was  sent  to 
the  owner  /occupier,  who  had  the  cottage  connected  to  the  South- 
ampton Corporation  water  main. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  samples  from  four  wells  supplying 
water  to  twelve  cottages  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory. 
All  four  were  reported  upon  by  the  County  Analyst  as  polluted  and 
unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes.  These  cottages  are  all  under 
the  same  ownership,  and  the  question  of  providing  them  with  a supply 
of  wholesome  water  was  taken  up  with  the  Agents.  Eventually 
Statutory  Notices  to  secure  the  supply  of  wholesome  water  for  these 
cottages  were  served  upon  the  owner,  who  subsequently  requested 
the  Council  to  carry  out,  on  his  behalf,  the  work  required  by  the  notices. 
This  was  being  put  into  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

At  the  31st  December,  1946,  the  number  of  inhabited  properties 
within  the  Borough  which  were  not  provided  with,  or  were  not  in  the 
course  of  being  provided  with,  a supply  of  main  water,  was  four. 


(h)  Drainage  and  Sewage. 

The  drainage  system  of  the  district  is  of  the  “ Partly  Combined  ” 
and  Separate  Systems,  and  the  whole  of  the  Borough  is  sewered  with 
the  exception  of  the  village  of  “ Middle  ” and  small  areas  of  “ Boyatt,” 
“ Chandler’s  Ford  ” and  “ Stoke  Common.” 

During  1946  the  reconstruction  of  the  twelve  filter  beds  at  the 
Sewage  Works  was  completed,  and  the  foul  and  surface  systems  were 
extended  at  North  Stoneham,  where  the  new  housing  estate  is  being 
built,  and  the  following  drainage  work  was  carried  out  during  1946  : —

(c)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Two  complaints  in  respect  of  rivers  and  streams  were  received 
in  1946,  and  both  related  to  a stream  in  North  Stoneham,  about  which 
a complaint  was  received  in  October,  1945,  regarding  the  smell  from 
the  stream.  Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  waste  water 
from  the  ablution  places  of  a Prisoner  of  War  Camp  which  had  been 
established  on  the  south  side  of  Chestnut  Avenue  was  being  discharged 
on  to  the  surface  of  the  meadow  on  the  north  side  of  Chestnut  Avenue, 
from  where  it  gravitated  to  a small  ditch  which  emptied  into  the 
small  brook  in  “ North  End  Copse,”  and  finally  discharged  into 
“ Monks’  Brook  ” just  above  “ Middle  Ford.”  The  whole  course  of 
this  sullage  effluent  from  the  meadow  in  Chestnut  Avenue  to  Middle 
Ford  was  about  a mile,  and  the  smell  of  the  decomposing  soap  in  the 
polluted  brook  was  very  offensive. 

This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  D.C.R.E.,  Southampton, 
who,  after  an  interview  on  the  site,  fully  agreed  that  something  would 
have  to  be  done  to  clarify  the  sullage  effluent,  and  proposed  the 
installation  of  a battery  of  pits  filled  with  gravel,  sand  and  other  media, 
the  same  to  receive  early  attention. 

In  November  a further  complaint  was  received  from  the  District 
Drainage  Officer  of  the  Hampshire  War  Agricultural  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  this  pernicious  state  of  affairs,  which  was  undoing  much  of 
the  work  they  had  done  in  draining  the  meadows  to  give  feed  for 
dairy  cattle. 

In  December,  1945,  a further  communication  was  received  from 
the  D.C.R.E.,  Southampton,  stating  that  the  matter  had  been  repre- 
sented to  higher  authority,  who  did  not  feel  disposed  to  approve  the 
expenditure,  as  the  Camp  was  to  be  vacated  within  the  next  three  or 
four  months. 

In  March,  1946,  three  months  after  receipt  of  this  letter,  a further 
complaint  was  received.  The  Camp  was  still  in  existence  and  the 
sullage  effluent  continued  to  pollute  the  brook,  and,  in  addition,  human 
excrement  was  being  deposited  in  the  meadow  by  one  of  the  cleansing 
firms  which  were  scavenging  military  camps,  and  a large  quagmire 
of  human  excrement  was  being  formed  in  the  meadow  which  was  also 
being  used  as  an  uncontrolled  tip  by  the  Military  Authorities. 

Samples  of  water  taken  at  different  points  in  the  watercourse 
were  forwarded  to  the  County  Laboratory,  and  as  analysis  of  these 
samples  showed  considerable  pollution  and  the  D.C.R.E.  was  apparently 
powerless  to  execute  work  he  acknowledged  to  be  necessary,  the  matter 
was  reported  to  the  Council,  who  took  the  matter  up  with  the  Senior 
Regional  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  who  communicated  with 
the  War  Office  on  the  matter. 
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A further  complaint  was  received  on  the  3rd  May,  1946,  and  the 
Camp  was  revisited,  when  the  conditions  found  were  substantially 
the  same  as  before,  no  improvement  having  been  effected.  The  matter 
was  again  reported  to  the  Ministry,  who  again  took  the  matter  up 
with  the  War  Office,  after  which  the  work  was  commenced  (on  the 
2ist  May)  and  completed  by  the  end  of  that  month. 

A week  later  the  firm  of  scavengers  who  were  dumping  excreta 
upon  the  meadow  were  caught  by  the  Police  and  warned  off. 

{d)  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  greater  part  of  the  closet  accommodation  in  the  Borough 
is  on  the  water  carriage  system,  but  there  are  still  some  150  houses 
still  using  the  conservancy  system  in  the  following  areas  : —

The  recent  extension  of  the  public  sewer  at  the  village  of 
Middle  ” in  connection  with  the  new  housing  estate  will  enable  some 
of  the  houses  in  Magpie  Lane  to  be  converted  to  the  water  carriage 
system,  and  when  the  sewer  is  extended  to  Chestnut  Avenue  the 
majority  of  the  houses  in  this  village  can  be  connected  to  it.  The 
sewering  of  “ Stoke  Common  ” area  would  also  permit  the  conversion 
of  many  cottages  from  the  conservancy  system  to  the  water  carriage 
system,  and  as  it  is  hoped  to  press  on  with  this  matter  at  an  early  date, 
it  is  possible  that  many  of  the  houses  in  these  two  areas  will  be  dealt 
with  as  soon  as  the  supply  of  labour  and  materials  permit. 

Of  the  remainder,  25  are  farm  houses  or  agricultural  workers’ 
cottages,  which  are  situated  in  fields  and  lanes  where  it  is  impracticable 
to  extend  the  public  sewer,  and  13  are  cottages  and  villas  built  along 
roads  which  are  not  yet  sewered,  and  both  cases  would  have  to  be 
provided  with  cesspool  drainage  if  they  are  to  be  converted  to  the 
water  carriage  system.  The  remaining  19  are  all  within  one  hundred 
feet  of  the  public  sewer,  and  can  be  connected  up  as  and  when  cir- 
cumstances permit. 

During  the  year  under  review  two  camps,  formerly  used  by 
the  military,  were  taken  over  by  Squatters.  These  people  were  provided 
with  pail  closets,  the  contents  of  which  were  buried  by  the  Squatters. 
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The  following  are  details  of  work  carried  out  under  the  super- 


vision of  the  Department  during  1946  : —

(e)  Public  Cleansing. 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  method  of 
scavenging.  Dry  house  refuse  is  removed  weekly  in  mechanical 
vehicles  and  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a worked-out  sand  pit  at  Fair 
Oak. 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  collected  in  a tumbler  cart  and 
disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Farm  for  filtration. 

The  contents  of  cesspools  are  collected  by  a mechanical  cesspool 
emptier  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Farm  or  in  a sewer. 

Nine  complaints  in  respect  of  the  refuse  tip  were  received 
during  the  year  relating  to  smell,  flies,  rats  and  cricket  infestation. 

The  first  complaint,  which  came  via  the  Ministry  of  Health  in 
January,  was  taken  up  with  the  officer  responsible  for  the  disposal 
of  the  refuse,  and  the  Borough  Engineer  replied  to  the  Ministry  direct. 

A second  complaint  was  received  from  the  same  person  via 
the  Ministry  in  May,  when,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry,  the  tip 
was  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  reported  upon  it 
as  follows  : — 

“ Refuse  Tip,  Sandy  Lane,  Fair  Oak. 

I inspected  this  tip  on  the  17th  June,  1946. 

At  an  old  tipping  site  there  was  a face  of  about 
40-ft.  X 60-ft.,  with  a considerable  amount  of  old  tins  and 
wire  at  the  base.  Parts  of  the  face  were  exposed  and 
there  were  some  flies  on  these  exposed  areas. 

At  another  area  there  was  a large  collection  of  old 
iron  and  tins  at  the  base  of  what  had  been  a tip  face. 

Here  and  there,  there  was  exposed  refuse  with  flies  on  it. 

The  actual  tipping  face  at  present  in  use  was  about 
40-ft.  X lo-ft. 

Conclusions. 

The  condition  is  not  perfectly  satisfactory,  but 
could  not  be  described  as  bad  or  neglected. 

At  two  subsequent  visits  I have  found  that  the 
old  tip  face  has  been  creosoted,  and  this  has  controlled  the 
flies. 
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The  tins  should  be  cleared  up  and  no  new  accumula- 
tion of  this  sort  permitted.  I believe  that  these  tins  are 
of  Army  origin. 

With  some  further  use  of  covering  material,  the 
exposed  areas  of  the  tip  face  could  be  readily  covered, 
but  will  tend  to  become  re-exposed  after  heavy  rains, 
and  will  require  constant  watching  because  of  this." 

Three  complaints  were  received  during  July  and  one  in  August 
regarding  an  infestation  of  some  houses  adjoining  the  tip  by  crickets. 
The  Sanitary  Department  treated  the  houses  twice  and  an  adjoining 
surface  air  raid  shelter  three  times  with  a mixture  of  Zaldecide  and 
D.D.T.  The  first  treatment  commenced  on  the  31st  July,  and  the 
fourth  and  last  treatment  was  given  on  the  i8th  of  September.  Some 
thousands  of  insects  were  killed  in  the  shelter,  where  they  were  swept 
up  and  removed.  The  infestation  of  the  houses  ceased  and  no  further 
complaints  were  received. 

During  the  year  the  tip  was  treated  twice  for  rats  by  the  Assistant 
Rodent  Officer.  The  first  treatment  was  given  between  the  15th  and 
i8th  July,  when  it  was  estimated  that  20  rats  were  killed.  The  second 
treatment  was  carried  out  between  the  2nd  and  the  6th  of  December, 
which  resulted  in  an  estimated  kill  of  13  rats.

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(/)  Smoke  Abatement. 

One  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  regarding  fumes 
and  sparks  emitted  by  a foundery  at  Bishopstoke. 

The  foundery  comprises  of  a collection  of  buildings  adapted  for 
its  present  user,  and  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  some  villa  residences. 

Coke  is  the  fuel  used,  and  the  prevailing  winds  carry  the  grit 
and  sulphur  fumes  away  from  the  houses  across  a field  behind,  and 
the  periodical  complaints  received  in  the  Department  are  due  to  sudden 
changes  in  the  direction  of  the  wind. 

The  owner  of  the  foundery  would  like  to  construct  new  premises 
in  a more  suitable  position,  but*  up  to  the  present  he  has  been  unable 
to  obtain  a suitable  site. 

A conference  was  held  at  the  Civic  Centre,  Southampton,  on 
the  8th  November,  1945,  which  was  attended  by  three  representatives 
of  the  Eastleigh  Borough  Council.  During  the  morning  session  Major 
S.  F.  Markham  dealt  with  “ The  Atmosphere  and  Civilisation,”  and 
during  the  afternoon  session  two  papers  were  given  on  “ Planning  for 
Smoke  Prevention  ” by  Dr.  C.  Metcalfe-Brown,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Manchester,  and  “ Smoke  Prevention  in  new  Houses  " by  L.  A.  Stroud, 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  Slough.  It  was  afterwards  suggested 
that  the  Council  become  affiliated  to  the  National  Smoke  Abatement 
Society,  and  this  was  agreed  . 

(m)  Rats  and  Mice. 

The  systematic  destruction  of  rats  in  the  Borough  by  the  ” Block 
Control  ” method,  which  was  commenced  in  February,  1945,  was 
continued  throughout  the  early  part  of  the  year.  This  method  proved 
very  satisfactory  in  the  majority  of  cases,  but  in  a few  instances  the 
occupier  of  a house  within  a block  would  refuse  to  co-operate,  when 
difficulties  arose.  Such  cases,  it  will  be  remembered,  were  reported  to 
the  Council  during  1945  and  1946. 

This  particular  difficulty  appears  to  have  been  general  through- 
out the  country,  and  in  May,  1946,  a circular  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Food  stating  that  representations  had  been  made  to  the 
Ministry  on  behalf  of  many  Local  Authorities  that  the  cost  of  systematic 
rat  control,  carried  out  by  them  at  private  dwellings,  should  be  borne 
by  National  and  Local  Rate  funds  and  not  be  charged  to  the  occupiers, 
on  the  grounds  that  insistence  on  payment  by  occupiers  of  private 
dwellings  was  proving  to  be  prejudicial  to  success  of  comprehensive 
rat  control  schemes,  the  only  sound  basis  of  working. 

The  Ministry,  the  circular  went  on  to  say,  was  prepared  to  join 
with  Local  Authorities  in  relieving  occupiers  of  private  dwellings  of 
charges  for  the  work  of  destroying  rats  at  such  premises  when  carried 
out  by  Local  Authorities  in  the  course  of  an  approved  systematic 
campaign  during  the  fiscal  year  1946-1947  upon  certain  conditions, 
providing  the  infestation  was  not  due  to  the  neglect  of  the  occupier.

These  conditions  included  the  setting  up  by  Local  Authorities 
of  their  own  organisations  adequate  to  the  needs  of  their  area,  and 
the  Ministry  had  to  be  satisfied  that  approved  action  was  being  taken 
to  deal  with  rats  in  sewers,  sewage  disposal  works,  refuse  dumps, 
destructors,  etc.,  under  the  control  of  the  Local  Authority.  If  the 
officers  of  the  Ministry  after  inspection,  with  or  without  notice,  certified 
compliance  with  these  conditions,  the  Ministry  would  agree  to  con- 
tribute 6o  per  cent,  of  the  cost,  the  Local  Ratepayer  being  responsible 
for  40  per  cent. 

As  far  as  the  sewers  of  the  town  were  concerned,  it  had  been 
decided  in  March,  in  conjunction  with  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Depart- 
ment and  the  Divisional  Rodent  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  to 
lay  test  baits  in  24  manholes,  this  being  approximately  10  per  cent, 
of  the  manholes  in  Eastleigh  and  Bishopstoke,  in  order  to  test  the 
extent  of  infestation  by  rats  of  the  Borough’s  sewer  system.  The 
baits  were  laid  on  the  9th  of  April,  1946,  and  comprised  of  2-oz.  of 
damp  sausage  rusk  per  manhole  ; these  baits  were  inspected  on  the 
following  day,  and  with  the  exception  of  four  baits  that  had  obviously 
been  washed  away,  none  had  been  touched.  From  this  it  seems  that 
the  sewers  of  the  Borough  were  free  from  rats,  a decision  with  which 
the  Ministry’s  Inspector  agreed. 

The  Council  considered  the  offer  of  the  Ministry  in  June,  1937, 
and  agreed  that  the  systematic  rat  campaign  during  the  fiscal  year 
1946-47  be  carried  out  in  the  Borough  in  accordance  with  the  circular, 
and  that  two  further  whole-time  operatives  be  engaged  for  the  cam- 
paign. The  Council’s  decision  together  with  the  proposed  plan  of 
action  were  submitted  to  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer  on  the  27th 
June  and  approved  by  him  on  the  ist  July,  1946.  The  two  operatives 
were  engaged  on  the  15th  July  and  attended  a Ministry  of  Food  course 
on  Rodent  Control  at  Bournemouth  on  the  17th  /i8th  September. 
From  this  date  onwards  they  were  exclusively  employed  on  working 
the  Private  Dwellings  Scheme,  particulars  of  which,  to  the  end  of 
1946,  being  : —

the  assistance  of  a member  of  the  Sanitary  Staff,  enforced  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  in  premises 
outside  the  scope  of  the  Private  Dwellings  Scheme.  This  included 
visits  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  Rubbish  Tips,  Isolation  Hospital, 
Council  Depot,  Business  Premises,  Factories,  Camps  and  inspections 
after  complaint.

(n)  Camping  Sites. 

Five  applications  for  licences  to  use  caravans  as  temporary 
dwellings  were  received  during  the  year. 

One  application  was  for  the  renewal  of  an  existing  licence,  the 
remaining  four  being  new  applications.  One  other  licence  which 
expired  in  1946  was  not  renewed  as  the  site  had  ceased  to  be  occupied 
for  camping  purposes.

(0)  Bathing  Pools. 

An  open-air  bathing  pool  has  been  provided  by  the  Council  for 
the  use  of  the  public.  The  site  lies  between  two  tributaries  of  the 
River  Itchen,  the  bed  of  the  one  on  the  west,  a mill  stream,  being 
seven  feet  higher  than  the  one  on  the  east,  so  that  a continuous  flow 
of  water  is  maintained  through  the  pool. 
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A sample  of  water  from  the  pool  and  river  were  sent  to  the 
County  Analyst  during  the  year,  and  these  proving  satisfactory,  the 
pool  was  opened  again  to  the  public. 

There  is  also  a private  bathing  pool  at  the  Pirelli-General  Sports 
Ground. 

(p)  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

No  tents,  vans  or  sheds,  other  than  the  caravans  licensed  by 
the  Council,  were  found  being  used  for  human  habitation  in  the  area 
during  the  year. 

(q)  Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  four  offensive  trades  carried  on  within  the  Borough, 
namely  : — 

Blood  Drying.  Fat  Extracting. 

Bone  Boiling.  Rag  and  Bone  Dealing. 

The  trades  of  blood  and  bone  boiling  and  fat  extracting  are 
established  on  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh),  Ltd.  (previ- 
ously known  as  The  Four  Counties’  Bacon  Company  (1927),  Ltd.),  and 
are  carried  on  ancillary  to  the  trade  of  bacon  curing.  The  factory  is 
a modern  one  and  regularly  inspected  by  the  Meat  and  Food  Inspector. 
The  work  is  carried  on  without  nuisance,  and  no  complaints  have  been 
received. 

(r)  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough. 

(s)  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  no  registered  houses  let  in  lodgings  in  the  Borough. 
Byelaws  to  control  such  premises  are  still  being  considered  by  the 
Council. 

(t)  Rag  Flock. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  v/here  rag  flock  is  manu- 
factured, but  there  is  one  firm  of  upholsterers  who  use  and  sell  rag 
flock. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Rag  Flock  Act  during  the  year 
and  no  samples  were  taken. 

(u)  Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928. 

During  the  year  37  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of 
Petroleum,  Carbide  of  Calcium  and  Hydrocarbon,  entailing  the  storage 
of  28,716  gallons  of  Petroleum,  10,368-lbs.  of  Carbide  of  Calcium  and 
400  gallons  of  Hydrocarbon. 
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SECTION  IV. 

HOUSING. 

Report  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  year  under  review  was  again  a period  when  the  shortage 
of  materials  in  the  building  industry  dictated  the  programme,  course 
and  speed  of  the  repairs  of  the  ordinary  working  class  dwellings  in 
the  district. 

Materials,  vital  for  the  repair  of  defects  found  in  dwellings,  on 
many  occasions  completely  disappeared  from  the  market,  and  sub- 
stitutes sometimes  inferior  and  certainly  only  temporary  had  to  be 
approved  in  place  of  the  well-tried  materials  of  many  years’  standing. 

The  ordinary  working  class  dwellings  in  the  district  generally 
are  in  a poor  state  of  repair,  this  the  result  of  the  little  action  taken 
during  the  six  years  of  war.  It  was  hoped  that  a start  could  have 
been  made  this  year  to  bring  up  together  and  restore  to  a reasonable 
standard  of  fitness  many  of  these  dwellings,  but  again  this  has  had  to 
be  deferred  owing  to  the  shortage  of  the  necessary  materials  and  the 
prominence  which  has  been  placed  on  the  erection  of  new  dwellings, 
which  absorbed  the  small  quantity  of  materials  which  were  available. 

Whether  or  not  this  policy  of  throwing  all  available  materials 
into  the  erection  of  new  dwellings  is  fair  or  not  is  a matter  for  higher 
authority,  but,  suffice  to  say,  the  bulk  of  the  population  of  the  district 
live  in  dwellings  whose  years  of  standing  now  begin  to  show  in  their 
open  joints ; whose  general  condition  is,  to  say  the  least,  below 
standard,  and  whose  occupants  will  have  to  tolerate  such  conditions 
for  many  years  to  come.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Authorities  that  be 
will,  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  remember  the  existence  of  these 
small  dwellings,  and  allocate  for  their  repair  a higher  proportion  of 
materials  to  enable  them  to  be  brought  to  a fair  standard  of  fitness 
that  will  provide  reasonable  comfort  for  the  occupants,  and  so  tide 
us  over  until  materials  become  plentiful  and  new  houses  can  be  erected 
in  their  numbers. 

Such  is  the  position,  and  no  extensive  repairs  of  working  class 
dwellings  were  carried  out  during  the  year  ; major  defects  only  were 
dealt  with,  these  concerned  mainly  with  making  defective  dwellings 
wind  and  watertight. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  Statutory  Notices  served  under 
Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  was  fourteen.  Thirty-nine  out- 
standing Statutory  Notices  under  the  Housing  Act  were  complied 
with  during  the  year,  twenty-nine  by  the  owners  of  the  premises  and 
ten  were  carried  out  in  default  of  owners  by  the  Local  Authority. 
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Informal  Housing  Notices  served  during  the  year  numbered 
forty-eight,  and  forty-one  Informal  Notices  were  complied  with.  During 
this  period  action  was  taken  against  one  owner,  under  Section  15  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1936,  to  recover  expenses  incurred  by  the  Council 
in  carrying  out  work  in  default.  The  case  was  heard  at  the  Winchester 
County  Court,  when  judgment  was  given  for  the  Council. 

Two  cottages,  previously  subject  to  informal  action  under 
Section  ii  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  were  converted  into  one  dwelling 
and  made  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Requisitioned  Premises. 

During  the  year  the  bulk  of  the  work  of  the  Housing  Section 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  was  concerned  with  the  adaptation 
of  requisitioned  property  and  the  adaptation  of  hutments.  Three 
hundred  and  eighty  visits  were  made  during  the  year  by  your  Housing 
Inspector  in  respect  of  premises  requisitioned  by  the  Council  to 
re-house  homeless  persons. 

Six  requisitioned  premises  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  and 
Schedules  of  Condition,  Specifications  and  Plans  were  prepared  by 
the  Department.  The  additional  accommodation  provided,  together 
with  the  cost  of  the  work  carried  out,  is  also  indicated  : —

Two  premises  were  surveyed  during  the  year  with  a view  to 
de-requisitioning  the  premises  held  under  requisition,  and  reports 
submitted  to  the  Legal  Department  together  with  amended  Schedules 
of  Condition. 

Squatters. 

During  the  year  two  military  camps  in  the  area  were  subject 
to  invasion  by  “ squatters.”  The  accommodation  at  these  camps  is 


as  follows  : — 

Chickenhall  Camp  6 huts. 

Dutton  Lane  Camp  7 huts. 
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In  the  case  of  Chickenhall  Camp,  the  families  are  housed  in 
fairly  substantially  built  huts  which  can  be  adapted  at  a reasonable 
cost,  and  negotiations  are  proceeding  with  the  appropriate  Government 
Departments  to  enable  this  Authority  to  bring  the  huts  up  to  a reason- 
able standard  of  fitness.  The  Camp  is  sewered  and  connected  to  the 
main  electrical  supply  via  the  Southern  Railway  Works  adjoining. 

Dutton  Lane  Camp,  comprising  seven  huts,  is  situated  adjoining 
the  old  Southern  Railway  recreation  field  at  the  end  of  Dutton  Lane. 
The  huts  at  this  Camp  are  in  a poor  condition,  and  it  is  not  considered 
that  they  can  be  brought  up,  at  a reasonable  cost,  to  a general  standard 
of  fitness.  The  huts  generally  are  of  poor  construction,  no  drainage 
facilities  are  available  at  the  Camp,  and  the  nearest  point  at  which 
a main  water  supply  can  be  obtained  is  approximately  two-thirds  of 
a mile  from  the  Camp.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Council  have 
proposed  that  the  occupants  of  these  huts  be  re-housed  immediately 
huts  in  other  Camps  at  present  being  adapted  become  available. 

Hutted  Campments. 

Intimation  has  been  received  from  the  appropriate  Government 
Department  that  a Camp  situated  within  the  district  may  become 
available  to  the  Local  Authority  for  re-housing  homeless  persons. 
Immediately  the  negotiations  are  completed  and  the  Camp  handed 
over  to  the  Local  Authority,  arrangements  wiU  be  made  for  the 
adaptation  of  the  huts  for  housing  purposes. 

Licensed  Building  Work. 

During  the  year  892  inspections  and  surveys  were  carried  out 
in  respect  of  applications  for  building  licences.

Verminous  Premises  and  Articles. 

The  disinfestation  of  verminous  premises  and  articles  is  carried

Of  the  fourteen  houses  found  to  be  verminous,  eleven  were 
infested  with  bugs  and  three  were  infested  with  fleas.  One  of  those 
infested  with  bugs  was  a Council  House,  the  remaining  thirteen  being 
privately  owned. 

Two  of  the  three  houses  infested  with  fleas  were  also  over- 
crowded, one  being  a very  small  thatched  cottage  of  three  rooms 
containing  three  families,  the  other  being  three  sub-let  rooms  occupied 
by  a man  and  wife  and  their  seven  children.  All  three  houses  were 
treated,  the  two  overcrowded  cases  being  referred  to  the  Housing 
Committee  when  free  from  infestation  for  re-housing. 

Six  of  the  eleven  houses  infested  with  bugs  were  minor  infesta- 
tions and  required  only  one  treatment,  a seventh  house  requiring  two 
treatments.  The  Council  House  infestation  was  also  a minor  one, 
which  became  apparent  when  the  house  was  being  cleansed  throughout 
on  a change  of  tenancy  and  was  also  cleared  by  two  treatments.  Of 
the  remaining  three  houses  two,  which  were  badly  infested,  were  also 
found  to  be  overcrowded,  one  being  a small  flat  over  a shop  occupied 
by  six  adults  and  a child,  the  second  comprising  three  rooms  occupied 
by  a man,  his  wife  and  seven  children.  These  two  cases  were  also 
re-housed  by  the  Council  after  disinfestation. 

One  case  of  infection  with  body  lice  occurred  during  the  year. 
Advice  on  methods  of  treatment  was  given  to  the  person  concerned 
and  personal  effects  disinfested.  The  treatment  was  successful.

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SECTION  V. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Report  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

I am  indebted  to  H.  F.  Dawe,  M.R.  San. I.,  A.M.I.S.E., 
the  Borough  Meat  and  Food  Inspector,  for  the  following  report  on 
the  work  done  under  this  Section  for  the  year  1946. 

(A).  MILK  SUPPLY. 

(1)  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  milk  supply  and  distribution 
in  the  district  on  the  31st  December,  1946.  The  whole  of  the  milk 
retailed  is  either  Pasteurised  or  Heat  Treated  at  two  large  dairies, 
with  the  exception  of  a small  quantity  of  raw  Tuberculin  Tested 
(Certified)  Milk,  which  is  received  already  bottled  and  sold  as  such. 
The  distributive  side  is  still  concentrated  in  the  two  largest  firms, 
but  35  retail  purveyors,  27  of  whom  are  registered  for  the  sale  of 
bottled  milk  only,  are  still  retained  on  the  Register. 

The  number  of  cowkeepers  remained  the  same  as  in  1945, 
viz.,  27,  there  being  one  deletion  and  one  addition,  but  changes  of 
tenancy  occurred  on  four  other  farms.  During  the  year  a main  water 
supply  was  provided  to  the  farm  mentioned  in  my  previous  reports, 
and  this  completed  the  provision  of  main  water  supply  to  all  farms 
except  one.  This  farm  obtains  water  from  both  well  and  spring 
sources,  and  samples  from  each  were  taken.  The  spring  supply  was 
reported  as  satisfactory,  but  the  well  supply  was  reported  as  unsatis- 
factory. The  owners  were  communicated  with  and  a scheme  for  the 
provision  of  a main  water  supply  to  the  house,  pastures  and  cowsheds 
was  being  prepared  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Accredited  milk,  as  such,  is  not  now  sold  within  the  Borough, 
but  the  consumer  has  a choice  of  the  following  : — Tuberculin  Tested 
(Certified)  milk.  Pasteurised  milk.  Heat  Treated  milk,  including 
Sterilised  milk. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  installation  of  a new  pasteurising 
plant  and  refrigerating  machinery  was  completed  at  one  of  the  dairies, 
and  later  a new  bottle  washing  and  filling  plant  was  fitted.  Both 
dairies  are  thus  now  equipped  with  modern  pasteurising  plants  of  the 
“High  Temperature  Short  Time”  type.  At  one  of  the -premises  a 
“ Federal  ” dairy  pasteurises  the  milk  for  retail  distribution  by  local 
societies  in  Eastleigh  and  Winchester. 

(3)  Milk  Sampling,  etc. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1946,  dated  2nd 
January,  1946,  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  came  into  force  on  the  ist  March,  1946. 

Under  these  new  Regulations  the  plate  count  test  for  Pasteurised 
milk  was  rescinded,  and  was  replaced  by  the  tests  which  had  already 
been  prescribed  for  Heat  Treated  milk  by  the  Heat  Treated  (Pre- 
scribed Tests)  Order,  1944,  viz.  : — 

(i)  The  phosphatase  test,  which  shall  be  deemed  to  be  satisfied 
by  milk  which  gives  a reading  of  2.3  Lovibond  blue  units 
or  less. 

(ii)  The  methylene  blue  test,  which  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
satisfied  by  milk  which  fails  to  decolourise  methylene  blue 
in  thirty  minutes. 

(a)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

During  the  year  in  samples  of  “ Pasteurised  ” milk  were  taken 
and  forwarded  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  examination.  Of  the 
III  samples,  no  complied  with  both  tests,  and  the  remaining  sample 
complied  with  the  methylene  blue  test  but  did  not  comply  with  the 
phosphatase  test,  and  the  reason  for  this  failure  could  not  be  found.

(b)  Heat  Treated  Milk. 

As  during  1945,  samples  of  Heat  Treated  ” milk  were  taken 
at  the  request  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Although 
such  milk  may  not  necessarily  be  sold  as  “ Pasteurised,”  it  neverthe- 
less has  to  comply  with  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  Heat  Treated 
(Prescribed  Tests)  Order,  1944.

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

During  the  year  a request  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  samples  to  be  taken  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  supplied 
to  one  of  the  dairies  within  the  Borough.  This  Tuberculin  Tested 
milk  is  not  sold  as  such  by  the  dairy  concerned,  but  is  subjected  to 
pasteurisation  before  sale.  The  samples  were  examined  at  the  Borough 
Analyst’s  Department,  Southampton,  with  the  result  as  shown  : —

The  samples  were  examined  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction 
Test  only,  which  gives  an  indication  of  the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk. 

(d)  Bottle  Washing  and  Filling  Plants. 

Both  dairies  have  mechanical  bottle  washing  and  filling  machines, 
and  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  a new  and  larger  plant  was  installed 
in  one  of  the  dairies.  In  both  plants  the  bottles  are  put  in  at  one  end 
and,  after  the  cleansing  and  sterilising  treatment,  emerge  at  the  other 
end  to  be  automatically  filled  with  milk  from  the  filler.  The  only  legal 
standard  for  a “ clean  ” bottle  is  that  it  should  be  in  a state  of  “ thorough 
cleanliness,”  but  for  practical  purposes  a standard  of  not  more  than 
600  organisms  per  pint  bottle  has  been  adopted  by  this  Department. 
The  number  of  satisfactory  bottles  obtained  continues  to  show  an 
improvement,  and  the  figures  as  compared  with  last  year  are  as  follows  :

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Together  with  bottle  sampling,  routine  sampling  of  detergents 
and  rinse  waters  used  in  the  machines  was  also  carried  out,  and  the 
results  were  generally  satisfactory.  Fifty-nine  samples  of  detergent 
and  43  samples  of  rinse  water  were  taken,  and  of  these  4 samples  of 
detergent  and  8 samples  of  rinse  water  were  below  the  standard  adopted. 

(B.)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

(1)  Slaughter-houses. 

Seven  private  slaughter-houses  were  licensed  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year,  but  in  six  of  these  slaughtering  is  still  discontinued 
under  the  Live  Stock  (Restrictions  on  Slaughtering)  Order.  The 
slaughter-house  allowed  to  remain  open  is  that  situated  at  the  premises 
of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh),  Ltd.,  a subsidiary  of  Messrs.  Harris 
(Caine),  Ltd.  Following  the  war  period  this  factory  has  endeavoured 
to  return  to  its  pre-war  standard  of  maintenance.  All  the  black-out 
was  removed  and  much  of  the  factory  was  repainted.  In  addition,  the 
whole  of  the  surface,  from  the  entrance  to  the  yard,  was  concreted, 
and  there  is  now  a concrete  surface  extending  from  the  main  gates 
along  the  front  of  the  factory  and  through  the  yard  to  the  piggeries. 
The  whole  of  the  refrigeration  machinery  has  been  renewed  by  the 
latest  type  of  plant,  which  occupies  a much  smaller  space,  and  the 
space  thus  saved  is  being  converted  into  a separate  bacon  washing 
room. 

The  number  of  pigs  killed  on  these  premises  during  the  year 
was  29,568,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year’s  kill  of  28,464.  The 
carcases  of  36  English  pigs  slaughtered  outside  the  district  owing  to 
an  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  were  received  for  manufacture 
into  bacon,  and,  in  addition,  the  number  of  imported  sides  received 
for  manufacture  into  bacon  during  the  year  was  1,541.  There  were 
no  complaints  received  during  the  year  regarding  the  offensive  trades 
undertaken  by  this  Company  and  ancillary  to  the  process  of  bacon 
manufacture.

(3)  Diseased  or  Unsound  Meat  and  Food. 

As  a result  of  the  above  inspections,  various  diseased  or  unsound 
conditions  were  discovered  as  detailed  in  the  following  tables.  The 
amount  of  tuberculosis  is  shown  in  Table  I and  other  diseased  con- 
ditions in  Table  II.  Table  III  shows  the  number  of  carcases  inspected 
and  the  percentage  incidence  of  disease.  Table  IV  shows  the  amount 
of  meat  and  other  foods  surrendered  on  account  of  unsoundness. 
Wherever  possible,  steps  were  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  Local 
and  Regional  Food  Offices  for  suitable  portions  to  be  salvaged.  The 
foodstuffs  condemned,  as  set  out  in  Table  IV,  consist  mainly  of  canned 
foods,  which,  as  a result  of  prolonged  storage  or  rough  handling,  become 
" blown  ” or  “ punctured.” 

Both  traders  and  the  public  seek  the  advice  of  the  Department 
regarding  suspected  unsound  food,  and  during  the  year  186  such 
requests  were  made  by  traders,  whilst  complaints  by  the  public 
numbered  24.  A visit  is  made  as  early  as  possible  and  usually  upon 
receipt  of  the  request,  and  in  all  the  cases  mentioned  agreement  was 
reached  as  to  the  food  in  question.

(c)  Ice-cream. 

During  the  year  3 persons  were  manufacturing  and  selling  their 
own  ice-cream,  7 shopkeepers  were  selling  wrapped  ices  obtained  from 
national  manufacturers,  and  one  shopkeeper  was  retailing  ice-cream 
made  by  a local  manufacturer. 

In  June  the  Council  decided  that  periodical  samples  of  ice-cream 
should  be  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Winchester,  for  examination. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  from  the  three  local  manu- 
facturers was  22  and  an  analysis  of  these  samples  is  set  out  below.  In 
addition,  one  sample  of  wrapped  ice-cream  from  a national  firm  was 
examined  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.

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Thus  of  a total  of  22  samples  from  local  manufacturers,  10  or 
45  per  cent,  were  unsatisfactory.  The  10  unsatisfactory  samples  taken 
were  among  the  first  12  samples,  after  which  no  further  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  taken.  The  samples  were  examined  at  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Winchester,  and  the  provisional  standard 
adopted  was  : — 

Not  more  than  200,000  organisms  per  c.c.

[d)  Food  Poisoning. 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  on  the  31st  August, 
following  a tea  given  by  the  Southern  Railway  Institute  to  its  members’ 
children.  Approximately  200  were  present  at  the  tea,  and  official 
notifications  under  Section  17  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
numbered  55.  The  affected  cases  developed  symptoms  of  nausea, 
vomiting,  abdominal  pain,  diarrhoea  and  collapse  at  periods  var3dng 
from  2|  to  5 hours  after  the  meal.  Some  cases  were  so  ill  that  they 
were  taken  to  hospital  immediately  but  were  discharged  within  a 
few  hours. 

The  food  consumed  at  the  tea  consisted  of  trifle,  jelly,  ice-cream, 
bread  and  butter,  plain  and  fancy  cakes,  and  paste  sandwiches. 
Samples  of  all  these  varieties  of  foods  were  obtained  as  well  as  samples 
of  ingredients  used  in  their  manufacture  and  delivered  to  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Winchester,  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Cultures  were  made  from  these  foodstuffs  and  from  both  the 
trifle  and  the  jelly,  staphylococcus  aureus  (coagulase  positive)  was 
isolated.  Nothing  pathogenic  was  grown  from  the  remaining  samples. 
A list  of  foodstuffs  eaten  by  all  the  notified  cases  was  compiled,  and 
it  was  found  that  the  only  food  which  had  been  eaten  by  all  was  the 
trifle.  The  position  with  regard  to  the  jelly  was  more  obscure,  since 
it  was  found  that  all  those ‘who  had  partaken  of  jelly  also  had  trifle. 

Staphylococcus  aureus  is  commonly  found  on  the  human  skin 
and  in  the  nose  and  throat,  and  thus  may  easily  gain  access  to  food. 
In  many  cases  it  appears  to  be  harmless,  but  certain  strains,  when 
allowed  to  multiply  under  favourable  conditions,  produce  a toxin  which 
gives  rise  to  the  form  of  food  poisoning  which  developed  in  this  out- 
break. The  strain  of  staphylococcus  from  both  the  trifle  and  the 
jelly  was  typed  at  the  Staphylococcal  Reference  Laboratory,  Collindale, 
and  in  each  case  the  strain  was  of  the  same  type,  i.e.,  6/47.  Attempts 
were  made  to  isolate  similar  strains  from  the  nose,  throat  or  skin  of 
the  workers  concerned  in  the  preparation  of  these  foodstuffs,  but  only 
with  negative  results. 

The  trifle  and  jelly  had  been  prepared  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
day  before  the  party  and  kept  at  room  temperature  until  served  about 
24  hours  later.  Such  conditions  are  very  favourable  to  the  multiplica- 
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tion  of  these  organisms  once  they  have  gained  access  to  the  food.  The 
only  method,  at  present,  of  proving  that  the  organism  isolated  from 
the  trifle  and  the  jelly  did  in  fact  cause  the  outbreak  was  by  the  use 
of  human  volunteers  who  were  not  forthcoming.  Therefore,  it  is  not 
possible  to  say  definitely  if  the  staphylococci  isolated  from  the,  trifle 
and  the  jelly  were  the  actual  cause  of  the  outbreak.  A full  report 
was  submitted  to  the  Council  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
included  in  which  was  the  report  of  Dr.  R.  D.  Mackenzie,  of  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Winchester. 
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SECTION  VI. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

(1)  Small  Pox. 

No  case  of  Small  Pox  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year  1946. 

(2)  Measles. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  to 
the  Department  during  the  year,  compared  with  826  cases  in  1945. 
All  the  cases  were  treated  at  home  and  none  proved  fatal.  The 
incidence  reached  its  highest  peak  in  November,  when  158  cases  were 
notified,  while  its  lowest  level  was  during  the  months  of  January, 
February,  March  and  June,  when  no  cases  were  notified.  Fifty-nine 
cases  were  notified  in  December,  28  in  October,  4 in  April,  3 in  each 
of  the  months  of  May  and  August,  and  2 in  each  of  the  months  of 
July  and  September. 

(3)  Whooping  Cough. 

Seventy-six  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified.  This  is 
a considerable  increase  on  33  cases  notified  in  1945.  All  cases  were 
treated  at  home,  one  case  proving  fatal.  Ten  of  these  cases  were 
notified  in  January,  6 in  February,  12  in  March,  8 in  April,  10  in  May, 
14  in  June,  4 in  July,  i in  August,  2 in  September,  3 in  October,  5 in 
November  and  i in  December. 

(4)  Typhoid  and  Para-Typhoid  Fevers. 

No  case  of  Typhoid  or  Para-typhoid  Fever  was  notified  during 

1946. 

(5)  Scarlet  Fever. 

Forty  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  to  the  Department 
during  the  year.  This  was  an  increase  of  ten  on  the  thirty  cases  notified 
in  1945,  but  a decrease  in  the  total  of  67  notified  in  1944.  Twenty-three 
of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  remaining 
seventeen  being  isolated  at  home.  None  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 

(6)  Diphtheria. 

Eleven  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year  under  review.  Ten  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
and  one  was  isolated  at  home.  Seven  of  the  cases  occurred  in  May, 
two  in  December  and  one  in  each  of  the  months  of  February  and 
September.  None  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 

At  the  31st  December,  362  children  between  the  ages  of  i and  5 
years,  and  52  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  years,  had  been 
immunised,  bringing  the  total  number  immunised  since  the  inception 
of  the  scheme  to  4,546. 
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(7)  Erysipelas. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  1946.  Four 
cases  were  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  remainder  being 
treated  at  home. 

(8)  Acute  Polio-Myelitis. 

No  case  of  Acute  Polio-Myelitis  was  notified  during  the  year. 

(9)  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

One  case  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  occurred  during  1946.  The 
case  was  notified  to  me  by  the  Hants  County  Hospital,  in  which  the 
disease  was  diagnosed.  The  case  proved  fatal. 

(10)  Pneumonia. 

Eighteen  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  1946.  Three 
cases  were  notified  in  January,  2 in  February,  2 in  March,  8 in  April, 
one  in  May,  and  2 in  December. 

(11)  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Four  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during  the 
year.  All  these  cases  were  treated  at  home. 

(12)  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Four  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  Two 
cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital  and  two  were  treated  at  home. 

(13)  Dysentery. 

One  case  of  Dysentery  was  notified  in  1946,  the  patient  being 
treated  at  home. 

(14)  Examination  of  Bacteriological  Specimens. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  free  of  charge  by 
the  County  Authority,  and  full  advantage  is  taken  of  these  facilities. 

(15)  Cleansing  and  Disinfection  of  Verminous  Persons. 

No  public  facilities  exist  in  the  Borough  for  the  cleansing  of 
verminous  persons.  Verminous  clothes,  bedding,  etc.,  are  disinfested 
with  an  insecticide  or  steam  disinfested  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
During  1946  it  was  found  necessary  to  steam  disinfest  verminous 
bedding  on  two  occasions  only. 

Houses  and  rooms  are  disinfected  after  cases  of  infectious  disease 
with  fumigators.  The  number  of  rooms  disinfected  during  the  year 


were  as  follows  : —
